SIMPLE RULES FOR SPELLING. 


Words ending in ¢ drop that letter before the termination ale, as 
in move, movable; unless ending in ce or ge when it is retained, as in 
force, forceable ; change, chang cable, etc. 

Words of one syllable ending in a consonant, with a single vowel 
before it, double that consonant in derivatives; as ship, shipping; etc. 
But if ending in a consonant with a double vowel before it, they do not 
double the consonant in derivatives as troop, trooper ; etc. 

Nouns ending in y, preceded by a consonant, form their plural by 
adding ¢s, and changing y into 2, as /ady, ladies ; army, armies; etc. 

The plurals of a few nouns ending in / or fe are irregularly 
formed by changing f or fe to ves, as life, lives; knife, knives; half, 
halves; leaf, leaves. 

Z before ¢, except after ¢c, is a rule worth remembering in such 
words as believe, deceive, conceive.
